mained closed and so was the bord er 
between Sp ain and Portu gal.

Kissinger defends 
U.S. foreign pol icy 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger tod ay conced ed 
Presid ent Nix on’s imp eachment p roblems 
cou ld affect foreign p olicy ov er the long 
ru n. bu t said they hav e had no imp act so 
far. 


Kissinger, 
at 
a 
wid e-ranging 
news 
conference, stressed p articu larly that the 
Sov iets hav e not mad e “ex horbjtant d e­ 
mand s” on the basis of any notion that 
the Nix on ad ministration is weakened by 
the ongoing congressional imp eachment 
p rocess. 
"Any Presid ent liv es longer in history 
than in head lines." Kissinger d eclared in 
d efend ing U.S. foreign p olicy — and d is­ 
associating it from Nix on’s W atergate 
trou bles. 
He said that in negotiating nu clear wea­ 
p ons with Moscow and in all other foreign 
field s he wou ld be gu id ed by "ou r national 
interest” and not by any attem p t to make 
the ad ministration look good as the im­ 
p eachment showd own d raws near 


Looking ahead to his Mid d le East trip 
starting this weekend , Kissinger wou ld not 
forecast a d isengagement between Israeli 
and Sy rian forces in the Golan Heights bu t 
said he ex p ected to make p rogress He 
hinted that he wou ld agree to an early 
shifting of the d ip lomatic center 
to 
Genev a, as Mosc'ow has d emand ed , 


At the same time. Kissinger said he 
wou ld 
try 
to 
narrow d ifferences on 
nu clear weap ons p ositions when he sees 
Sov iet 
Foreign 
Minister 
And rei 
A 
Gromy ko in Genev a on Mond ay . 
And . in his longest and most v igorou s 
resp onse. Kissinger sharp ly d isp u ted a 
contention by Sen. Henry M Jackson. D- 
Wash.. that the United States is seeking a 
"q u ick fix ” on a new nu clear agreement 
with the Sov iet Union to ease imp each­ 
ment p ressu re on the Presid ent 


Kissinger said he has "great resp ect ” for 
Jackson bu t cau tioned that p u blic d ebate 
of this asp ect of foreign p olicy ‘shou ld not 
be cond u cted on the basis of slogans.” 
Kissinger also d enied that the 19 72 
p ioneering nu clear treaty with Ru ssia had 
cau sed strategic d isad v antages for the 
United States, p articu larly in light of 
the Sov iet’s ad v antage in nu mber of 
lau nchers. This cou ntry has an enormou s 
ed ge in warhead s, said Kissinger, ad d ing: 
"One is hit by warhead s, not lau nchers” 
On other top ics. Kissinger said : 
—Egy p t has not 
“formally raised ” a 
req u est for American weap ons with arms 
manu factu rers here and he d oes not ex ­ 
p ect any req u est to be mad e in the near 
fu tu re.

Deficit in U.S. trade bal ance 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The sharp ly 
higher cost of oil imp orts p u shed the 
United States trad e balance into d eficit in 
March for the first time in nine months, 
the 
Commerce 
Dep artment 
rep orted 
tod ay . 


The d ep artm ent said imp orts d u ring 
March ex ceed ed ex p orts by $17 1.3 million. 
This comp ared with a su rp lu s of $213 
million in Febru ary . The cou ntry ’s trad e 
still is in su rp lu s for the y ear by $6 8 5.6 
million 


The 
March 
d eficit 
was 
attribu ted 
almost entirely to a 17 p er cent increase in 
the cost of imp orts of foreign oil. This re- 


flects the sharp ly higher p rice-tag imp ost*d 
by the oil-p nx lu cing nations 
A d m inistration 
econom ists 
hav e 
p red icted that the higher cost of foreign oil 
will 
offset 
the 
nation’s 
otherwise 
encou raging trad ing p osition and bring 
abou t a trad e d eficit this y ear. 


Both ex p orts and imp orts increased m 
March with imp orts ri.sing 6 1 p er cent to 
slightly less than $7 85 billion while e.x - 
p orts rose nearly 1 p er cent to almost 
$7.6 7 billion 


The v alu e of oil and p etroleu m p rod u ct 
imp orts d u ring March totaled almost $18 
billion u p from ju st ov er $1.53 billion in 


Febru ary and $56 4 million m the same

The measu re, "p iggy backed ” onto a 
Senate bill making changes in d efinitions 
in the retail sales cred it law. was similar 
to one far d own on the Senate calend ar.

SEDALIA 
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Pay TV battle continues

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
sound of clashing claims is ris­ 
ing tlKse days because of pay 
TV. the system by which cable- 
TV subscribers pay extra to see 
movies and programs com­ 
mercial TV doesn’t offer. 
The combatants are the Na­ 
tional Cable Television Associ­ 
ation and the National Associ­ 
ation (rf Broadcasters. The bat­ 
tleground is what the NAB calls 
the threat of "siphoning” by 
the struggling pay TV industry. 
The NAB. representing 531 
TV stations and the three net­ 
works, describes siphoning as 
"the removal of popular pro­ 
gramming. principally movies 
and sports, from free com­ 
mercial TV to pay cable tele­ 
vision." 


It claims if steps aren’t tak­ 
en. pay TV may someday be 
able to outbid commercial TV 
for major attractioas and view­ 
ers either will have to pay for 
those shows or do without

The other prohibits pay cable 
from showing sports that have 
been on commercial TV the 
previous three years 
Ralph M 
Biiruch. head of 
N (TA ’s pay cable committee, 
says what his group specifically 
asks of the FCC is a three-year 
test suspt'nsion of its pay-TV 
rules, but with one important 
caveat 
That, he said, would be "the 
assurance that nothing which is 
now presented on conventional 
television could be diverted to 
pay cable." 
Baruch, president of Viacom, 
Inc., a TV syndication firm that 
says it operates 110 cable-TV 


systems, said under the propos­ 
al the FCC would "monitor 
what happens to various at­ 
tractions. 
"Wherever it found these 
procedures weren’t 
fulfilbng 
the pubbc interest, it could step 
in at any time and char^te 
them." 
"We don’t buy the test pericxl 
idea,” says Robert Resor, the 
NAB’s chief "Free Television" 
campaigner. Even with the re­ 
strictions Baruch proposes, he 
says, "we feel that the process, 
once started, would be irrever­ 
sible." 


How many pay TV systems 
are there now? The FCC says it 
has no figures, but the NCTA 
estimates there are approxi­ 
mately 45 which serve a total of 
55,000 subscribers.

Two weeks ago two cleaning women in 
the Pentagon were worlu ng late at night in 
the basement of the bu ild ing. One of the 
lad ies was a new emp loy e and she op ened 
what she thou ght was a broom closet. 


Instead of brooms and mq p s she saw neatly 
p iled stacks of brand -new $100 bills. 


"Henrietta,” she said to the lad y she was 
working with, "there ain’t no brooms or 
m(^s in that closet. How am I su p p osed to 
get my work d one when all they keep in 
there is money ?” 


Henrietta came ov er and looked in. 
"Heav ens to Betsy , y ou ’re right. They 
ex p ect u s to clean the floors, mq p the halls 
and d u st the fu rnitu re and they d on’t ev en 
giv e u s the tools to d o it with. Let’s find the 
su p erv isor.” 


They brou ght the su p erv isor back. He 
p eered into the closet and become an^ry . 
"If I told them once I told them 100 times 
the only thing I want to see in broom 
closets is brooms. I’m going to get the d u ty 
officer.” 


The d u ty officer, a colonel, was asked to 
come to the basement. When he showed u p 
he cou ld n’t believ e his ey es. "How mu ch 


money d o y ou think there is in that 
closet?” 


" ’Bou t $26 6 million,” Henrietta said . 
"Now what abou t ou r mop s? ” 


The colonel ru shed off to call his 
su p erior at home. "General, the cleaning 
women ju st fou nd $26 6 million in a broom 
closet in the basement.” 


The general was fu riou s. "Why are y ou 
bothering me at home at this hou r abou t 
$26 6 million? Tu rn it ov er to Lost-and - 
Fou nd .” 


"Yes, sir,” the colonel said . 


The nex t d ay the Lost-and -F'ou nd officer 
p u t ou t notices on all the bu lletin board s in 
the Pentagon which read : "If any one has 
lost $26 6 million in new $100 bills, kind ly 
p ick it u p as soon as p ossible at Lost-and - 
Fou nd . If the money is not claimed within 
the week, it will be tu rned ov er to the 
Sou th Vietnamese gov ernment.” 


Althou gh there are thou sand s of p eop le 
working in the Pentagon, no one ad mitted 


to owning the money . This cau sed some 
wild sp ecu lation. TV Army said the Nav y 
had hid d en the cash in the broom closet so 
they cou ld bu y an ex tra su bmarine when no 
one was looking. The Nav y said the Air 
Force had stashed it away for the nex t 
ov erru n on a new Lockheed cargo p lane. 


In any case, no one claimed the cash and 
it was tu rned ov er to six cad ets of the Sou th 
Vietnamese 
marine 
corp s who were 
retu rning to Saigon after a v isit to Parris 
Island . 


Bu t the d iscov ery of the money cau sed a 
storm at the Pentagon. The secretary of 
d efense, in a v ery tou gh memo to all 
p ersonnel, said , "There will be no more 
storing of u naccou nted fu nd s in broom 
closets.

Ind ep end ent engineers, called in by 
Mu rp hy to stu d y the p rogram, estimate "a 
minimu m cost ov erru n (rf $32 million with 
a p ossibility of the ov erru n reaching $50 
million.”

Rockwell, the rep ort alleges, "sev eral 
comp anies were warned that p u nitiv e 
action wou ld be taken in the fu tu re if they 
d id not get the hell off’ of this line of 
ap p roach.” 


The rep ort cites the find ings <rf a 
Hou se Civ il Serv ice inv esUgation that the 
Transp ortation Dep artment was gu ilty of 
"crony ism” and "fav oritism” in load ir« its 
p r(rfessional staff with emp loy es who had 
once worked at Rockwell.

Rockwell u nload ed on the tax p ay ers a

p rop erty , which the corp oration is eager to 
acq u ire. GSA boss Arthu r Samp son, in 
rebu ttal, called the ex change a "once-in-a- 
lifetime” bargain. 


We sp oke to Volp e in Rome, where he is 
now the U.S. ambassad or. The former 
transp ortation secretary d enied ord ering 
the FAA to d o bu siness with Rockwell. 


“I am d amn su re I nev er d id any su ch 
thing,” Volp e told u s. "My conscience 
wou ld n’t allow me to d o it.” Volp e’s 
former FAA chief, John Shaffer, agreed 
emp hatically that he had nev er been 
ord ered to bu y Rockwell p lanes. The

award ed , 
nev ertheless, 
withou t comp etitiv e bid d ing. 


FOOTNOTE: The Mu rp hy inv estigators 
got their information, one of them told u s, 
from a witness who had heard Volp e issu e 
the Rockwell ord er.

The instru ctions, accofd ing

inv estigation, were not obey ed . At least six 
other contract award s hav e gone to firms 
other than Lu ckman since the memo was 
written. Bu t Lu ckman land ed by far the 
largest VA contracts in California, totalling 
ju st u nd er $3 million. 


Throu gh a VA sp okesman, Johnson said 
he had no sp ecific recollection (rf the memo 
bu t d id not d eny its ex istence. Still, any 
charge of fav oritism, he d eclared , was 
“u ntru e.” 


Jim Lu ckman, commenting on behalf of 
the firm, said it had been award ed the big- 
money contracts becau se of p rev iou s 
"efficient and economical” work for the 
VA. Of the Johnson memo, Lu ckman said 
wry ly : "I wish it were tru e.” 


Informed sou rces su ggest that Johnson, 
an intensely p artisan Nix on man, may hav e 
been influ enced by the p olitical su p p ort the 
firm’s head , Charles Lu ckman, has giv en to 
Presid ent Nix on.

“inex cu sable” for the v oters to send him to 
Tallahassee. 


Tornillo d u sted 
off the 
19 13 
law,

ed itorials,

p u blished . Und er these circu mstances, 
with

inv oked , 
the 
Herald 
u nd erstand ably 
refu sed . 
Tornillo then 
brou ght a civ il action asking money 
d amages and seeking a cou rt ord er to 
comp el p u blication. The trial cou rt fou nd 
the act u nconstitu tional — the state 
attorney general wou ld not ev en d efend it 
— bu t the Florid a Su p reme Cou rt rev ersed 
and u p held the law. The Herald ap p ealed 
and the U.S. Su p reme Cou rt on Ap ril 17 
heard argu ments in the case. 


Two or three p oints: Thou gh the Herald 
d id not ru n the two letters Tornillo 
su bmitted , 
the 
Herald 
regu larly 
had 
p u blished Tornillo’s letters in the p ast. 
Tornillo mad e no comp laint of u nfairness 
in the news colu mns. The Herald ’s sister 
p ap er, 
the 
ev ening 
News, 
end orsed ^ 
Tornillo’s cand id acy . 


So far as I know, v irtu ally ev ery 
p rofessional association of newsmen and 
ed itors is p ray ing that the Su p reme Cou rt 
will rev erse and thu s restore the trial 
cou rt’s original ru ling. If the high cou rt 
shou ld affirm, we can foresee a rash of 
Right To Rep ly Laws across the cou ntry . 
The effect, in ou r v iew, wou ld be 
absolu tely to chill ed itorial criticism of 
cand id ates and incu mbents. A law that 
comp els a newsp ap er to p u blish "any 
rep ly ” strikes u s as a flagrant abrid gment 
of freed om of the p ress.

There is, of cou rse, an op p osing p oint of 
v iew. Among those u rging affirmance is 
Nicholas Johnson, formerly a member of 
the Fed eral Commu nications Commission, 
now chairman of the National Citizens 
Committee for Broad casting. In a brief 
filed with the cou rt, the committee argu es 
that 
the p u blic’s 
"First Amend ment 
interest in an informed electorate” ju stifies 
su ch laws. The p eop le "mu st be armed 
with su fficient information abou t the 
cand id ates 
and 
the 
issu es 
to 
make 
intelligent, informed choices.” 


Johnson’s grou p argu es that the FCC’s 
"right to rep ly ” regu lation has not chilled 
rad io giv e-and -take. Ov er the last three 
y ears the FCC has imp osed only six fines 
(known as forfeitu res) on rad io stations for 
failu re to accord air time p romp tly for 
rep lies to p ersonal attacks Consid ering the 
nu mber of comp laints, the nu mber of fines 
is small. 


The Tornillo case is the most imp ortant 
of a d ozen cases before the Su p reme Cou rt 
hav ing to d o with freed om of sp eech and of 
the p ress. If the Florid a act is u p held , 
incu mbent 
officehold ers 
will 
rejoice. 
Newsp ap ers ev entu ally may hesitate to 
attack their “official record s” becau se no 
ed itor wants to be comp elled to p rint "any 
rep ly ” a p olitician may p rov id e. Rather 
than be harassed by civ il and criminal 
litigation, bu sy ed itors may choose to kill a 
critical p iece before it gets in p rint. 


Will the electorate be better informed ? I 
d ou bt it. Wou ld nationwid e Right To Rep ly 
Laws make newsp ap ers fairer? It is 
conceiv able; bu t it is at least eq u ally 
p ossible that su ch laws might make 
newsp ap ers less rd su st instead .

"When we have a wheat loss in Texas it 
touches everybody somewhere — this is 
spending money.” says Bill Nelson, exec­ 
utive vice president of the Texas Wheat 
Producers Association. 
Nelson, who put the wheat loss at $160 
million, said the loss simply plucks that 
much from the national cash register. 


NEW YORK (AP) — Higher crude oil 
prices, better profit margins overseas and 
accounting procedures figure highly in the 
record profits being posted by the oil 
companies. 
This 
week 
the 
major 
petroleum 
companies began reporting big profit 
levels for the first three months of 1974 to 
the hue and cry of many Americans who 
felt the oil giants were “getting fat off the 
energy crisis” 
In 
some 
ways, 
what’s 
happened 
parallels what happens to a homeowner 
with food stored in a freezer in a time of 
rising prices. To the homeowner, he’s 
saving money: to the oil companies, 
they’re making money. 
Texaco Inc.. the nation’s No. 2 oil 
company in terms of 1973 sales, attributed 
nearly half of its $589 million first-quarter 
profits to "the freezer effect ” - known as 
inventory profits. 
They develop this way: 
Most oil companies overseas use 
an 
accounting 
system known as FIFO — 
first in, first out.” Under this system the 
profit margin is determined by comparing 
an item’s original cost with the cost of 
replacing it after it is sold. The difference 
is the profit. 
During the first three months of 1974. the 
oil companies were selling a lot of oil 
which had been "in the pipeline” since its 
acquisition at cheaper, pre-crisis levels. 
But since the cost to replace it is a lot 
higher now. the companies call that profit. 
“Inventory profits almost tell you the 
whole 
story,” 
says 
oil 
expert 
and 
economist Prof. Maurice Adelman of 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology in 
explaining why oil profits had skyrocketed. 
These windfall profits happen without 
being arranged or contrived.” 
When 
the 
oil 
producing 
nations 
quadrupled the price of crude oil last year, 
the value of the petroleum held by the com­ 
panies greatly increased as well. Adelman 
said. This petroleum, he added, 
lorated in tankers, 
pipelines, 
tanks and refineries. 
Of course, there were other reasons 
beyond inventory profits. Most of the oil 
profits come from standard, built-in sales 
margins.

Analysts and oil men also point to 
increased crude prices for the earnings 
gain. Companies with direct access to 
crude reserves found they could get a lot 
more per barrel after the producing 
nations and world demand pushed prices 
higher.
